imCDI]CTCRY STATEMENT 


Itoing the school year 1934-35 funds were made availahle 
for student aid in order to pay approximately lOO^JXK) students 
an average of $15.00 a month for jjart-time worlc while they wei 
attending college. The chief purposes of the Student Aid Pro- 
gram were to increase college enrollments and to decrease the 
number of unemployed youths. 

The basic principles of this program were explained thus 

by Administrator Harry L. Hopkins in a letter to the Ifllssourl 

State Relief Administrator, Wallace Crossley: 

"6. Funds allotted shall be used to pay students for 
doing socially desirable work, including the sort 
customarily done in the institution by students who 
are working their way through college, such as cleri- 
cal, library, and research work. Regular class in- 
struction shall be excluded but students may be aa- 
slgned to extension, adult education, recreation, 
and other activities that increase the usefulness of 
the college to the community. Each instituion shall 
pass on the acceptability of its own projects. All 
jobs must be under the direct charge of the Institu- 
tion,

In ::i3aouri, Mlliau .le-uncn, director cf the Infomation 
lepartt-ent, essjced the additional duties of Studsnt hid lirea- 
tor, planning .:,nd launching ohe entire propra*:. his clear vi- 
sion and there ujh 'ond erst ’u:d lap of the rhiloscph:' and spirit 
cf the Federal Bnergenc; Belief Administration have contributed 
largely to the success of the vorh in this state, ilissouri^s 
■allotTient •^as i2?,9?5,GG a monVn for the 54 colleges and uni- 
versities participating in the program. The number of student 
jobs allocated to each school ves 12 per cent of the total 
enroHment of full-time students October 15, 1935. Each insti- 
tution aelooted its own stuients on the basis of need and capa- 
bility. Uie larger schools whose ESIA students numbered 35 or 
more established job planning councils to organize projects 
feicb would be beneficial to the comunmity and state. Intra- 
mural projects, such as grading papers, clerical work, or 
malnteaiaiioe of building and grounds were discouraged to the ut- 
most, while stress was laid on extra-mural projects such as aid

to under-privileged children and asaistance to county relief 
workers. Always a conscious effort has been made to keep before 
the students, teachers, and supervisors the social rudiments and 
dfflaocratic ideals which are the justification of the entire pro- 
gram.

EXSaPlJffiT PROOTCTS 

ProlDably the moat jxiatifiable and socially dsairabls proj- 
ects are those which provided education or recreation for crip- 
pled diildren* 4lt many of the colleges and universities in Mis- 
souri » TBRk students were assigned to different types of woric 
with and for crippled children* An effort was made by these 
students to brighten the outlook and increase the pleasures of 
these children who are ihyaioally handicapped* 

At Missouri Dhlversity, in cooperation with the Crippled 
(%ildren*s Service, a oompr^ensive program was established* 

One student there baa spent her time in teaching health habits 
and hygiene to the crippled children in Noyes Hospital* Also, 
under the supervision of Dr* TUliam J* Stewart, student work- 
ers from the Engineering Department made leg braces and repair- 
ed and rebuilt old ones* Various other appliances used in con- 
nection with the treatment of crippled cdiildren at the tSiiver- 
aity Ho^ital were also made* Paraffin baths, oxygen tents, 
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Specially dealgned surgical apparatus for lengthening lag of child, a tIo 
tlffl of pollOByelltla (infantile paralysis) Hoyea Hoapltal, University of 
Missouri. 




'traoi:lon fbot pieces » rinser and aaaa protraotow , Bradford fraioea 
fop cinrrod tacka, bone pins, bandag® supports, Putti splints for 
the axtwisioa of legs, exercise apparatus, lead weigiits for trac- 
tions, and massage boards are some of the different kinds of 
equipaent vhieh haTe been made. 

In ’Marshall, at the Georgia Broan Blosser Home, shore crip- 
pled children are sent to conTalesoe after they have been treat- 
ed at Hoyea Hospital in Columbia, bedside instruction iras given 
to these children by students of Missouri Valley College. 

At 3to»e ‘Bsachera College in St. Louia, three students 
taught oolorod crippled children in their homes. Several prim- 
ary pupils ware taught to read simple sentences. Qoe advanced 
pupil became very much interested in the study of English lit- 
erature. Later, as a result of this study, this student began 
the composition of original poems. 

In Eansaa City ESBA students at Junior College assisted the 
regular attendants at the B. J* Delano School for Crippled Chil- 
dren. 

Other algniflcant coenninity pro j acta with and for children 
were as foUows: 

1. Superviaed recreation for oonvaleaclng children 
of St. Louia Children's Hospital: this i>roJeet 
was carried on by one of the students at !!Mh- 
ington Hilverslty. When the weather pezadtted 
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the children were taken outside to play, so 
that they might have the benefits of fresh air 
and simshine. On other days they were taught 
new games or were told stories in their wards. 

2. Clinic and special cleaning program for chil- 
dren's teeth: this projeot was conducted by 
students of Kansas City-Western Dental College. 

3. A first aid class for children in Eirkaviller 
this was sponsored by the Klrksville College 

of Osteopathy. Ihe children were taught approv- 
ed methods of administering first aid in aner- 
genoies as given In the standard Hed Cross First 
Aid Text. 


4. A story-telling project carried on by students 
at Lindenwood Collie: these students went into 
the hCDias of the poorer families of 3t. Charles. 
Hot only did the stories please the children, 
but they also proved a relief to over-burdened 
mothers. 

5. !Ihe repairing of children's to 3 ?s for Christmas: 
Industrial Arts students at Central Missouri 
State Teachers College collected broken and dis- 
carded toys* then renovated and repaired them. 
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th «7 wmi% distributed la honas sbsre the 
children othereiee eould net ha.Te recelTed such 
presents* It Lindenvood the student s made a 
large nuaher ot dolls and doll dresses for die* 
trlhution at Christmas tine. The students show- 
ed so much interest and enthusiasm in the proj- 
ect that after the Christmas holidays they made 
children ♦a clothing, Many of the girls in school 
donated dresses to he remodeled for this work, 

6, Recreation class for girls: this project was 
sponsored by Webster College, Webster Qrowes, 

The class met erery Saturday morning. It in- 
cluded folk-dancing, games, contests, and handi- 
craft of all sorts such as sewing, basket wear- 
ing, and leather tooling* 

7* Organized play for under-priTlleged boys and 
girls of the Commmlty Center area: students 
of ^rthwest Missouri State Teachers College 
took charge of this work, ibout 60 boys between 
the ages of 15 and 16 years were dlrlded into 
groupe for games, nature study, and hikes. 

These boys were giren an opportunity to darelop 
leader^lp by handling their own organization*

Joseph: students of St* Joseph Junior CJoHege 
managed this project* Bioy serred as leaders 
for several different troops* They led hikes 
and furnished gauss , songs, and stories for the 
Tarious groups* 

9. A Christmas party for children whose fathers 
were in the Veterans*' Camp at Warrenshurg. 

However, adults as well as children were benefited by these 
Student Aid projects. Wherever possible, FERA students have 
worked in connection with the local relief offices. They have 
served all over the state as stenographers, clerks, and assist- 
ant welfare workers, or in any other capacity which aided the 
■local relief officers. In St. Louis two of the Washington Thil- 
versity students have been connected with the legal department 
of the St* Louis Relief Administration. These students have 
traced titles to various properties, checked marriage, birth, 
and death records, and have assisted in handling cases for clien 
Tdio were on relief rolls. 

Furthermore, in Transient Csi^^s and CCC Camp^, students hav 
organized classes and recreational activities for the boys and 
men. In Cape Girardeau a group of adults were tau^t at the 
SalTstion Amy Hall for three evenings each week* ArlthEaetlc, 
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elementary Snglisli, spelling, and public speaking were taught* 
Also, students from Southeast rUssouri State Teachers College 
conducted classes at the Transient Camp at ChaTfee, Arithmetic, 
English, hygiene, and physical education were taught there. In 
Spriogriald students of Southwest Ilissouri 'State Teachers College 
conducted classes for illiterates in connection with the Adult 
Education Program there. In Tarkio a program of athletic and 
recreational actlTities was organized with the local CCC Camp. 
Ihis included hosing, wrestling, organised gomes, and swimming. 
The school gymnasium was made arailahle for this prograon. In 
Ilanaas City students at P.ockhurst and St. Teresa Colleges did 
cormendahle work at the ::&ilcan Center. Also, they sponsored 
a recreation program for Ilexicaa children whose home life did 
not provide them with facilities for play. 

In addition to these instructional and recreational types 
of work, there were many other noteworthy coosinmity projects 
which oabody the chief tenet of the Student Aid Program: that 
projects be found which will increase the usefulness of the 
school to the oacmunity. ISRA students from the Art Department 
of Southwest Missouri State Teasers College have had charge of 
the art exhibitions listed on the following page. These art 
eahlbitiOTis hare been presented in Springfield.

B* Rroieot in tfapographlo Control Data ; Hhe purpose of 
this work wejt plotting topographic control (traTerse and level) 
data on ootmty road and hi^ivay mapa* Stiidents were supplied 
id.th large scale county maps and were inatructed to plot thereon 
the resulta of transit traverse az»i level siurveys ae indicated 
in the notes of the field surveyors. This work was done in or~ 
der to make the results at these surveys immediately available 
for office consultation, in field studies, and in planning for 
s i mi la r field work. Students frooi the five State Teachers* Col- 
leges, Kisaourl TSilversity, and lashington Chlversity worked on 
this project. 

C. Adair County Cbal laveetigation : This project was es- 
tahllahed at Sbrtheast Missouri St€Ete Teadhers College at Erks- 
villa, Adair County, for the purpose of investigatiug Ihe coal 
resources of this county.

Chaptor I la a report of the general mental ability of the 
loan in the Hlaaoiiri State Penitentiary In Jefferson City as 
laeaaured by the two Anay Mental IJests— Army Alpha end Amy Beta* 
Thia report show* that the 5,810 Missouri prisoners, including 
2,974 white and 1,016 colored men, ranh, as a whole, in general 
intelllgenoe abore the general population, aa indicated by the 
ssaplee of soldiers that are rated as representative of the 
general population* 

Chapter IX presents a stsemary of sebool grades reached and 
the ooQupations of Mieaotiri priscaiers. Ihile these prisoners 
ranked mbora the Amy testa in intelligence, they ranked below 
the Amor results In schooling, Kearly two-thirds of the Mis- 
souri prlaoners fall in the following four occupational groups: 
agriculture, 22 per cent; oomon labor, 15*1 per cent; personal 
serrioe, 12.4 per osut; and building and related trades, 11*4 per

Another noteworthy research problen that was ocoipleted m- 
der the direction of Doctor Magill of Cape Girardean ia contain- 
ed in a mimeographed and botind book entitled *A ELbliography of 
Besearch in Science Teaching with Brief Abstracts of Irtieles 
Found in Tarioua Jotimals in the Library of Southeast Mlaeonrl 
State Teachers College*** As the title suggests, the book con- 
tains a brief resmae of every article dealing with the teaching 
of science which is to be found in the College Library at cape 
Girardwm* This volurae represents hours of careful reading and 
writing; hence, It should be valuable for future reference* 

Still another research study worthy of mwition is the proi- 
ect ; correlates of literary preferences* This work was carried 
on by tteahlngton Tkivaraity students directed by Dr* T* F* Lentz 
It deals with the reading likea and disLlksa of children 11, 12, 
and 13 years of age, and the factors eorrela[ted with these likes 
and dislikes* Qte final aim of this project was to make a psy- 
chological typing of a list of hooks iftilch will enable librarian 
teachers, and parents to poredict the effect of a specific hock 
Tipon a particular child* 
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Many alallar projects might be cited here; hoaover, these, 
few mentioned above should serve as eiemples of the varied types 
of woxic accompli ^ed this year by FKRi students in the colleges 
and universities of Missouri*

Idncationally, the sork done by these students contributed 
and complaaented their classroom and laboratory instruction. 

At the outset of the program, the Student Aid Director predi- 
cated administrative and project policies on the firm belief 
that: "Students need more than the economic relief afforded hy 
this program; they need the morale relief. They should he work- 
ed on projects that dignify the educational goals toward which 
they are making sacrifices; and there is a decided need for an 
opportunity for the students to tie in and coordinate the plans 
of their college courses with their intellectual and social 
life." 

This philosojdiy was vindicated. Preliminary results of an 
analysis of the grade marks, intelligence tests scores, and read- 
ing ability tests scores of PSRA freshmen as against other or 
"non-FHlA freshaon" ahowed that 45.2 per cent FERA stxidents re- 
ceived A or B, while only 22*4 per cent non-FERA students re- 
ceived marks this high. At the lower end of the scale was shown 
that 33.8 per cent non-FSlA students received D or T, while only 
15*6 per cent F!SRA students received marks this low*

These deliber- 
ate efforts toward uplifting the underprivileged strata of 
society have tended toward Baking the colleges more definite- 
ly than ever before an integral part of their respective oom- 
mmities. 

^edless to say, whatever may have been the results and 
achievements of the program in Missouri this year, the entire 
undertaking has bean somewhat elemental and experimental in 
character. HoTsever, with the last two years of experience 
as worldag models, there is room for expansion and Improvement 
in selecting and administering the projects so that they may 
typify sore thoroughly the social ideals and i2nderl3rlng prin- 
ciples of the Student Aid Program.
